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LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE. 


The tables in this section were compiled from returns and statements of account furnished by 
the various local governing bodies under the provisions of the Local Government Act, 1919, except in 
the case of the City of Sydney, which is governed by the Sydney Corporation Act. 


Prior to 1934 certain municipalities were classified as ‘“‘ Extra-Metropolitan.”’ These have 
now been inserted in alphabetical order under “ Metropolitan.” 


Councils’ Accounts are kept on the Income and Expenditure system of accounting, and, for the 
purposes of the Local Government Act, are divided into General Fund, Special Funds in respect of special 
rates levied, Local Funds in respect of local rates levied, and Trading Funds. A Revenue Account 
and a Balance Sheet are compiled for each fund. 


In the aggregate statements of Income and Expenditure which follow, details of sources of 
Income and functions of Expenditure of General, Special and Local Funds are combined under the 
heading of Ordinary Services, whilst totals of Trading and Water and Sewerage Accounts, stated 
separately, are analysed in later tables. 


Balance Sheets of Local Governing Bodies are divided into two sections, viz., “ Available 
Funds,” in which are included liquid assets and current liabilities, and “ Invested Funds,” embracing 
fixed assets, investments, debtors on extended terms and long-term liabilities, Tables Nos. 105 and 
124 show the nature of assets and liabilities without differentiating between Available and Invested 
Funds, the balances only of which accounts are indicated in Tables Nos. 106 and 125. 


The financial operations of councils are displayed in Tables of “Income and Expenditure” 
(Nos. 103, 104, 122 and 128) and “ Transactions on Invested Funds Account” (Nos. 106 and 125), 
which should be studied conjointly. 


Expenditure chargeable to Revenue, shown in Tables Nos. 104 and 123, includes, in addition to 
normal recurring items of Expenditure, costs incurred in respect of construction works, such as roads 
and bridges, and other objects having long life not being “ realisable assets ” or for use in performing 
works or in rendering services, even though financed by long-term borrowing. It excludes payments 
made in the redemption of indebtedness, notwithstanding that funds for this purpose have been 
provided from revenue collections, 


Transactions on Invested Funds Account (Tables Nos. 106 and 125) exhibit particulars of financial 
transactions other than those coming within the ambit of “ Revenue and Expenditure chargeable 
thereto.” On the credit side of the account are shown Capital Expenditure and payments on 
redemption of indebtedness. Headings on the debit side indicate the extent to which Expenditures, 
both revenue and capital, have been financed by long-term borrowing, and the amount written off 
fixed assets to provide for depreciation, obsolescence and sales. The effect of treatment in this manner 
of depreciation and obsolescence, is to offset the inclusion of a similar amount in Expenditure chargeable 
to Revenue, which does not result in an actual money outgo, being included for the purpose of assessing 
true costs of works and services. 


The object sought to be attained by councils in their financial administration is the arrangement 
in a year of sufficient finance to meet commitments incurred. For this purpose they have available 
for use the balance of current finances brought forward from the previous year, annual Revenue accrued, 
and, when appropriate works are undertaken, recourse to borrowing, The degree of success achieved 
in this respect is indicated in the last three columns of Tables Nos. 103 and 122, dealing with “ Net 
Transactions on Available Funds Account.” The first two columns comprise details of the com- 
bination of net Revenue transactions and net transactions on Invested Funds Account. In the final 
column, *‘ Surplus,” where shown, indicates the extent to which current finances, or the balance of 
Available Funds Account, has been supplemented as a result of a year’s operations, whilst a 
“ Deficiency,” representing a depletion of Available Funds balance, is denoted by a minus sign. 


Assets in the nature of undertakings or agreements by the Main Roads Board to repay Loans, 
or to subsidise Councils in the repayment of Loans and Time Payment Debts, in respect of maim roads’ 
works, have been excluded from councils’ balance sheets, the councils affected being the municipalities 
of Alexandria, Ashfield, Botany, Canterbury, Darlington, Drummoyne, Ermington and Rydalmere, 
Glebe, Hunters’ Hill, Kogarah, Ku-ring-gai, Lane Cove, Manly, Marrickville, Mascot, Mosman, North 
Sydney, Parramatta, Penrith, Petersham, Randwick, Redfern, Richmond, Rockdale, St. Mary’s, 
Waterloo, Waverley, Willoughby, Woollahra, and the Shire of Warringah.

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WAGES, 
No. 89.—Rates of Wages in Various Industries, December, 1935. 


The Rates of Wages, shown in the following table, are the minima prescribed by awards of Industrial tribunals or by registered 
agreements, in terms of the industrial arbitration laws of the State of New South Wales or of the Commonwealth cf Australia. For a 
few occupations, for which wages are not prescribed by award or agreement, average ruling rates have been stated. The rates relate to 
the metropolitan district except in the following cases :—Mining, shipping, agricultural and pastoral industries, and certain works in country 
— for which special awards have been made, viz.: cement works at Portland and the iron and steel works at Port Kembla and 

ewcastle. 


Living Wage and Family Allowances.—The wages prescribed by awards and agreements are based on “ living ” or ‘‘ basic * rates 
of which details are shown in Table No. 80. Where there is more than one dependent child under 14 years of age in the family, allowances 
may be paid by the State, in terms oi the Family Endowment Act, to supplement the family income. The maximum rate is 5s. per week 
for each such child (except one) in the family, and the amount is reduced where necessary so that it will not raise the family income (as 
defined by the Act) above the amount of the living wage declared by the Industrial Commission of New South Wales, plus 5s. a week for 
each child for whom endowment is payable. 


Wages Tax.—Since Ist July, 1930, wages have been subject to a special levy which was imposed primarily to provide funds for the 
relief of unemployment. The tax as at 3lst December, 1934, was as follows i—Wages at rates ranging from 40s. to 50s. per week, tax 9d.;

Hours of Work.—In industries within the scope of the State Industrial Arbitration laws the hours are prescribed by the Industrial 


Commission of New South Wales, the general standard is 44 hours per week. In the Commonwealth jurisdiction, the hours are prescribed 
by awards and agreements and are usually 44 or 48 per week.

t Commonwealth award, 
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No. 90.—Living or Basic Wages—1925 to 19385. 


The wage-regulating tribunals exercising jurisdiction under State or Federal law base their determinations upon * living ” or “ basie ” 
wages representing the minimum rates which may be prescribed for adult unskilled workers. When the living or basic rates are varied 
on account of changes in the cost of living all rates of wages in awards or agreements affected thereby are varied by the same amount 
uf increase or decrease as the living wage. 


Living Wage—State Awards and Agreements.—The wages for men and women prescribed by State awards and agreements are 
based on a standard rate, fixed by the Industrial Commission of Néw South Wales for the whole State and subject to adjustment in April 
and October of each year to accord with increase or decrease in the cost of maintaining a standard of living determined by the 
Commission. The changes in the living wages for men and women since August, 1925, are shown in the table. 


Basie Wages—Commonwealth Awards and Agreements.—In the Commonwealth jurisdiction there is not uniformity as to the basic 
rate, or the method of periodical adjustment, or the interval between adjustments. These matters are determined for each award or 
agreement, with regard to such factors as special circumstances of the industry concerned or the area in which the wage determinations 
niust be observed. Nevertheless the basic rates shown in the following table are faitly representative of those prescribed for Sydney 
and Newcastle by the majority of Commonwealth awards and agreements which provide for quarterly adjustments of wages according 
to the movement of the Commonwealth Statistician’s index numbers of retail prices in these localities. By order of the Commonwealth 
Court of Conciliation and Arbitration, operating from 1st June, 1934, the basic rates are not varied unless the change amounts to at least 
2s. a week. The basic rates for men as at the end of the years 1925-1035 are shown in the table. A basic rate for women is not assessed 
except in special cases. 


Family Unit.The living wage for men declared by the State industrial authority in August, 1925, covered the maintenance of a 
nian, wife, and two children. The declaration of June, 1927, related to man and wifé only, and the living wage was supplemented by 
family allowances at the rate of 58. pet week for éach dependent child under 14 years of age, but the alteration in the family unit was not 
actually reflected in the living wage declaration until December, 1929. For this and later declarations, one child was included in the family 
unit and excluded from fainily endowment. With the exception of one per family, children under 14 years of age in all families (wage 
earners’ and non-wage eartiers’) are eligible for endowment, provided it does not raise the family income above the prescribed limit,

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No. 109.—Meteorological Conditions, New South Wales, 1934. 


The year 1934 was characterized by a tropical air drift, which persisted practically throughout the year and was 
responsible for cyclonit storms, many of whith were exceptionally severe. ; 

_ The rainfall was phenomenal, both as regards quantity and distribtition, and almost the whole of the state 
received considerably above the average amount for the year. A dry period, however, was experienced in inland areas 
from Match until Jute and sowing was greatly hamipered. Abundant rains followed, particularly in the late spring, 
storms; hail and floods causing much damage in a numiber of districts. 

Temperature—Mean temperatures throughout the year were about normal. A severe heat wave occurred in 
January, sultry and oppressive conditions prevailed in February, and March was also hot. The first part of April was 
comparatively mild, but in the second half a cold snap was responsible for numerous frosts. May was also a mild month, 
marked by frequent fogs. Severe frosts were a feature of June, but the rest of the winter was mild, with a persistence 
of cloudy conditions. Spring was notable for depressed temperatures during the day and mild conditions at night. 

The highest temperature recorded during the year was 114 degrees at White Cliffs on 22nd December, and the 
lowest 2 degrees at Charlotte Pass on 21st July and again on 16th August. 

Wind.—tThe greatest wird velocity recorded at Sydney was 59 miles per hour on 2nd February. High winds 
occurted on 78 days and gales on 31 days. 

The following is a resume of the weather conditions prevailing during each month of the year. 

Janiaty.—Severe thunderstorms accompanied with torrential rains occurred throughout the state during this 
mmonth, eat rid towards the end of the first week. These resulted in disastrous floods in the South Coast, in the 
Snowy River Valley and also ih the Upper Murrumibidgee area. Severe heat was experienced throughout the second 
half of the month, the highest temperature recorded being 112 degrees at Euston and Wentworth on the 24th. A cold 
shap prevailed on the Southern Highlands on the 10th, when the low temperature of 27 degrees was recorded at Charlotte 
Pass. z 

February.—Stormy conditions and the passage of two cyclones were responsible for abundant rainfall in February: 
The month was exceptionally sultry with a high humidity. 

The highest temperature was 109 degrees at Tibooburra on the 11th and the lowest 31 degrees at Kosciusko on 
the 16th. 

March:—Dry conditions prevailed, patticularly over a large section of the north-west, where no rain fell. Pio. 
longed heat was experienced inland, but frosts occurred on the Southern Highlands during the last week. 

The highest temperature recorded was 112 degrees at White Cliffs on the 9th and the lowest, 27 degrees at 
Kosciusko on the 3rd. 

April.—Heavy rains resulting in floods were experienced in the coastal area during April, and useful showers 
fell in many inland districts. 

Mild, humid weather prevailed for the most part, but a pronounced cold snap in the last week brought snow to 
the Southern Highlands and portion of the Central Districts. 

The highest temperature was 98 degrees at White Cliffs on the 4th, and the lowest 23 degrees at Charlotte Pass 
on the 23rd. 

May.—Exceptionally dry conditions prevailed over Inland Districts during this month, but Coastal Districts 
received an abundant rainfall. ‘The month was mild, frosts were rarely severe, but fogs were unusually numerous. 

The highest temperature was 84 degrees at Coonamble, and the lowest 9 degrees at Kiandra. 

June.—Dry conditions were experienced over inland New South Wales until the last week of June, when excellent 
rains fell, and the seasonal outlook was greatly improved in consequence. Cold nights and frosts were frequent. 
Snowstorms occurred in the Southern Alps and fogs were numerous in the South-eastern quarter. 

The highest temperature recorded was 81 degrees at Grafton on, 10th, and the lowest 6 degrees at Charlotte 
Pass on the 19th. 

July.—Tropical storms were responsible for bountiful statewide rains during July, and extensive flooding occurred 
in low lying areas. Generally, the month was mild, snow being confined to the Southern Tablelands, but severe frosts 
ruled inland about the middle of the month. 

The highest temperature was 81 degrees at Collarendabri on the 15th, and the lowest 2 degrees at Charlotte 
Pass on the 21st. 

Augist.—Excessive rainfall was experienced during August, and floods occurred in Coastal and Southern Inland 
rivers. Thunder and violent hailstorms were frequent, and snow fell on the Southern Highlands. 

The highest temperature was 88 degrees recorded at White Cliffs on the 28th, and the lowest 2 degrees at 
Charlotte Pass on the 16th. 

September.—Cyclonic conditions prevailed during the first ten days of September and heavy rain fell in Coastal 
and Northern Inland Districts. The remainder of the month was mostly dry with scattered thunder and hailstorms 
in the southern and eastern areas. 

The highest temperature recorded was 103 degrees at Mungindi on 29th and the lowest 3 degrees at Charlotte 
Pass on the 3rd. 

October.—Exceptionally heavy rains fell inland during October, many districts receiving record quotas for the 
month; but on the coast, however, the rainfall was slightly below normal. Torrential downpours on 24th and 25th 
caused widespread damage from floods, all rivers south of the Macquarie being affected. 

Thunder and hailstorms were frequent and weather conditions were for the most part warm and humid. 

The highest temperature was 93 degrees at White Cliffs and the lowest 14 degrees at Charlotte Pass. 


November.—The heavy rains of the previous month continued into November, the southern half of the State 
receiving more than 100 per cent. above normal. : 

Considerable damage was caused to crops by flood, hail and wind: Two cyclonic disturbances developed during 
the month and seriously dislocated shipping. Nights were warmer than usual; but day temperatures were below 
normal. 

The highest temperature recorded was 104 degrees at White Cliffs on the 25th and the lowest 27 degrees at 
Charlotte Pass on the 9th. 

December.—Tropical depressions in this month were responsible for very heavy rainfalls, particularly in the 
Coastal and Tableland areas. Other parts of the State, however, were very dry, the far west recording no rain. 

The cool conditions of the first half of the month gave place to an inland heat wave, with very sultry weather 
on the coast. 

The highest temperature was 114 degrees at White Cliffs on the 23rd, and the lowest 29 degrees at Charlotte 
Pass on the 5th.
